Law §§413 and 420, which require school 
officials and teachers to report suspected cases of child abuse and impose liability for failure to 
report. 

75. Plaintiff suffered physical and psychological injuries and damages as a result of his 
childhood sexual abuse by Monsignor Patrick Quigley. 

76. Plaintiff suffered physical and psychological injuries and damages as a result of his 
childhood sexual abuse by Monsignor Edward Melton. 

77. Plaintiff suffered physical and psychological injuries and damages as a result of his 
childhood sexual abuse by Sister Theresa “Doe” last name fictitious and unknown at this time. 

78. Asa direct result of defendants’ conduct, plaintiff suffered and will continue to 
suffer great pain of body and mind, severe and permanent emotional distress and physical 
manifestations of emotional distress. As a result of his childhood sexual abuse, plaintiff has been 
prevented from obtaining the full enjoyment of life, has incurred and will continue to incur 
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expenses for medical and psychological treatment, therapy and counseling and has incurred and 
will continue to incur loss of income and/or loss of earning capacity. 

79. Because of his childhood sexual abuse, plaintiff DOUGLAS MILLS is unable to 
fully describe all of the details of that abuse and the extent of the harm that he suffered as a result. 

AS AND FOR A FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION 

NEGLIGENT HIRING, RETENTION, SUPERVISION AND/OR DIRECTION 

80. Plaintiff repeats and realleges each and every allegation set forth in paragraphs 1 
through 79 as if fully set forth herein. 

81. The sexual abuse of children by adults, including priests and teachers, is 
foreseeable. 

82. Defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE and ST. 
AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL, at all relevant times represented and held out to 
the public, defendant, ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, to be safe places for learning and 
participating in youth activities. 

83. At all relevant times, defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF 
ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES 
CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, were each under an express and/or implied duty to protect and care for 
plaintiff, DOULGLAS MILLS. 

84. Defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE, ST. AGNES 
ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, negligently 
hired, retained, directed and supervised Monsignor Patrick Quigley, because they knew or should 
have known that Monsignor Patrick Quigley, posed a threat of sexual abuse of children such as 
plaintiff.

FOURTH CAUSE OF ACTION

132. When he was a minor, plaintiff, DOUGLAS MILLS, was placed in the care of 
defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST.

152. Asa direct and proximate result of the actions of defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC 
DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and 
ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, which included, but were not limited to, negligent and/or 
grossly negligent conduct, plaintiff suffered severe injuries and damages as described herein, 
including, but not limited to, mental and emotional distress. 

153. By reason of the foregoing, defendants, jointly, severally and/or in the alternative 
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are liable to plaintiff for compensatory damages and for punitive damages, together with costs and 
interest in excess of the jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have 
jurisdiction. 

SIXTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
BREACH OF DUTY IN LOCO PARENTIS 

154. Plaintiff repeats and realleges each and every allegation set forth in paragraphs 1 
through 153 as if set forth at length herein. 

155. While he was a minor, plaintiff was entrusted by his parents to the control of the 
defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, for the purposes of 
providing plaintiff with an education and allowing him to participate in youth activities sponsored 
by defendants. During the times that plaintiff was at school and during the times that he 
participated in youth activities, he was under the supervision and control of defendants, ROMAN 
CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL. These defendants, and each of them, 
at all relevant times and now, owed and owe a duty to children entrusted their care to act in loco 
parentis and to prevent foreseeable injuries. 

156. Defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. 
AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, 
breached their duty to act in loco parentis. 

157. At all relevant times the actions of defendants ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE 
OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES 
CATHEDRAL SCHOOL,, were willful, malicious, wanton, reckless, negligent, grossly negligent 
and/or outrageous in their disregard for the rights and safety of plaintiff. 
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158. As a direct result of defendants’ conduct, plaintiff, DOUGLAS MILLS, has 
suffered the injuries and damages described herein. 

159. By reason of the foregoing, defendants jointly, severally and/or in the alternative,

are liable to plaintiff for compensatory damages, and for punitive damages, together with interest 
and costs in excess of the jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have 
jurisdiction. 

SEVENTH CAUSE OF ACTION 

BREACH OF STATUTORY DUTY PURSUANT TO NEW YORK 
SOCIAL SERVICES LAW §§ 413,420 TO REPORT ABUSE 

160. Plaintiff repeats and realleges each and every allegation set forth in paragraphs 1 
through 159 as if fully set forth herein. 

161. Pursuant to N.Y. Social Services Law §§413,420, defendants, ROMAN 
CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST. AGNES ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CATHEDRAL and ST. AGNES CATHEDRAL SCHOOL, had a statutory duty to report the 
reasonable suspicion of abuse of children in their care. 

162. Defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST.

164. Defendants, ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE OF ROCKVILLE CENTRE, ST.

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breached that duty by knowingly and willfully failing to report reasonable suspicion of abuse by 
Sister Theresa “Doe” true last name fictitious and unknown at this time, of children in their care 

165. As a direct and/or indirect result of said conduct, plaintiff has suffered injuries and 
damages as described above. 

166. By reason of the foregoing, defendants jointly, severally and/or in the alternative 
are liable to plaintiff for compensatory damages and punitive damages, together with costs and 
interest in excess of the jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would otherwise have 
jurisdiction. 


WHEREFORE, plaintiff demands judgment against defendants on each cause of 
action as follows: 

A. Awarding compensatory damages in an amount to be proven at trial, but in 
any event in an amount that exceeds the jurisdictional limits of all lower 
courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction; 

B. Awarding punitive damages to the extent permitted by law; 

C. Awarding prejudgment interest to the extent permitted by law; 

D. Awarding costs and fees of this action, including attorneys’ fees, to the 
extent permitted by law; 

E. Awarding such other and further relief as to this Court may seem just and 
proper. 
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Plaintiff demands a trial by jury on all issues so triable.
